Opportunity. 

Commenting on the proposals of Mr. 
Sean MacEntee’s recerit Budget, we sug- 
gested that, if President de Valera would 
crown his colleague’s achievement by a 
settlement of the “ economic war ” with 
Great Britain, he wonld earn the lasting 
thanks of the Irish people. Up to that 
time the President and his Ministers 
had been giving the impression that they 
had no real desire for peace; on more 
than one occasion, indeed, Government 
spokesmen had boasted of their pleasure 
at the continued hostilities between the 
Free State and the neighbouring island, 
and none of them ever revealed the least 
sign of an anxiety to come to terms. We 
rejoice, therefore, that, in his reply to the 
Budget debate in Ddil Éireann on 
Thursday, Mr. MacEntee showed a definite 
change of heart. He defended his pro- 
posal to borrow part of the cost of export 
bounties and subsidies on the ground that 
he hoped that they would not represent a 
recurrent item in the Budget expenditure, 
and that a settlement of the “ economic 
war ” would make them unnecessary. The 
State, he declared, was of the 
greatest value to Great Britain, 
ticularly in a time of emergency or war. 
It had more to offer in the 
trade than any of the other Dominions ; 
and if Great Britain should continue to 
strangle its cattle trade and cripple its

farming industry, she would be guilty 


of an “ unpardonable mistake 


, 


' from the 
point of view-of her own national security. 
The Minister expressed 
these facts would be taken into account 
by ‘‘ our friends across the water,’’ adding 
that the problems of the '' economic war ”’ 
ought to be discussed on a business basis, 
without the introduction of political issues 
which did not belong to it. 

Here at last is the voice of reason. For

Arms and the Powers. 


The British Government retains, or 
professes faith in the 
possibility of disarmament. Yesterday’s 
debate in the House of Commons suggests, 
indeed, that neither Sir John Simon nor 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin has high hopes for 
the Conference, which is due to meet next 
week; but even if it breaks down, they 
contended, the peace crusade will con- 
tinue, and, sooner or later, as the world 
increases in wisdom, disarmament may 
become a reality. So we all hope; but we 
fear, at the same time, that the world has 
a long way to go before disarmament 
passes beyond the sphere of words. The 
prospects for the Conference are distinctly 
thin. One and all, the Powers seem to 
have decided that it has reached the end 
of its tether; and, though none of them is 


to retain, its 


trip to the stratosphere—and is contem- 
plating another—says there is no reason 
why inter-stellar travel should not be 
possible. All that is necessary is a rocket 
capable of emitting light equivalent to the 
sunlight fallmg on a thousand s 
miles of the earth’s surface, and, ap- 
parently, this plan would be practicable 
with the use of disintegrated lead.

The peoples of 
many countries are being taxed to the 
point of poverty and starvation in order 
to enable Governments to engage in a 
mad race of armaments, which, if per- 
mitted to continue, may well result in 
war. 

“Thig grave menace to the peace of 
the world is due in no small measure to 
the uncontrolled activities of manu- 
facturers of, and merchants in, engines of | 
destruction, and must be met by con- 
certed action by the people of al .

The Senate got quickly to action on the » 
President’s request. 

Senator Pittman formally reported to 
the Senate the 1925 Geneva Convention 
restricting the arms and munitions traffic, 
and said that he would seek its early 
approval. 

The Treaty was approved by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee on May Ist, 
with the reservation that it should not 
take effect, so far as the United States 
were concerned, until the other rincipal

MOTOR CARAVAN 150 
MILES LONG. 


A great caravan of 300 cars, three- 
wheeled cycle cars and motor cycles, 
stretched its way 150 miles along the great 
north road last night. It carried 
approximately 600 people who were taking 
part in the motor cycle club’s reliability 
trial to Edinburgh. 

For nearly five hours there was a stream 
of vehicles pouring out of Hatfield Aero- 
drome, the starting-point of the 470 miles 
trek—it is that distance to Edinburgh ty 
the route the cars are taking—on to the 
Barnet bypass road. 

The busiest man in that part of the 
world last nicht was the R.A.C. scout on 
duty controlling the traffic on by the by- 
pass road as the competitors entered ane 
departed from the aerodrome. 

The first motor cycle left the aerodrome 
8.30. It was followed by the others at 
minute intervals, and then came the side- 
car machines, three-wheelers and cars. 

lt was nearly half-past one this morn- 
ing when the last car in the light of the 
flashing aerodrome beacon was driven out 
of the aerodrome gates. By that time the 
first motor cyclist had reached Doncaster, 
145 miles away ; and the vehicles stretched 
over that distance with an average of hall 
a mile between them. 

There were no women drivers, but 
plenty of women were taking part in the 
trial as passengers. In the open sports 
cars they were well wrapped up against 
the cold night air. They had leather 
motoring coats and rugs, flasks of tea and 
coffee and sandwiches. Saloon car 
passengers intended not to let their com- 
fort cause them to fall asjeep. 

It is comparatively easy going until 
after breakfast at Harrogate this morn- 
ing. Then comes the gruelling part of the 
trial with the ascent of Park Rash and 
Honister Pass in Cumberland.

HOUGH the British bid for an inter- 

national embargo on the shipment of 
arms and munitions to Bolivia and Para- 
guáy registered some progress yesterday, 
indications also developed to show that 


‘its further advance will not be along a 


primrose path. 

While the Council of the League of 
Nations decided to refer the British plan 
to a committee of jurists, unexpected diffi- 
culties also made themselves evident. In 
the first place, it was pointed out under 
the League procedure .ny resolutions to 
implement the plan would require the 
previous assent of the two parties. It 
may be possible to overcome this obstacle, 
but there will still remain difficulties due 
to reservations by certain nations. 

There is at least one arms-manufac- 
turing country which is opposed to the 
principle of an embargo on the two 
countries. In the second place, there is 
another, Czechoslovakia, which holds that 
only the aggressor must be penalised. 
Though she favours the move on prin- 
ciple, she will never countenance treating 
the aggressor on the same footing as the 
victim. So far there has been no defini- 
tion as to which of the two States, Para- 
guay and Bolivia, is the aggressor. 

As regards arguments that the present 
move is bound to suffer the fate of the 
similar move Britain made in the Man- 
churian fighting between China and Japan, 
it is pointed out that the circumstances 
were very different. Then the British 
Government alone declared an embargo on 
all arms exports to Japan and China with- 
out formal proposal to that effect having 
been considered by the League. 

Argentina, which has striven with the 
other neighbouring nations to end the 
Chaco war, welcomes the British embargo 
plan, says a Buenos Aires message. 


CANADA’S ATTITUDE. 


“The United Kingdom’ should be 
warmly congratulated on its action in 
initiating an embargo on the shipment of 
arms to Bolivia and Paraguay,’ the 
Premier, Mr. Bennett, stated in the 
House of Commons yesterday, says an 
Ottawa message. He said that in the 
event of an opportunity being given, 
Canada would be glad to participate in 
the action initiated in the United 


‘Kingdom. 


A resolution asking for an embargo on 
arms shipments has been sent by the State 
Department for introduction into both 
Houses of Congress, a Washington mes- 
Sage announces. 

The resolution states that if the Pre- 
sident finds that the prohibition of the 
sale of arms and munitions of war in the 
United States to those countries now 
engaged in armed conflict in the Chaco 
may contribute to the re-establishment of 
peace, and if, after consultation and co- 
operation with the other American re- 
publics he makes a proclamation to that 
effect, it shall be unlawful to sell, except 
under limitations prescribed by the Pre- 
sident, arms to those countries engaged in 
the conflict. 

The penalty is put at a fine of 10,000 
dollars (£2,000) or two years’ imprison- 
ment, or both.

Mr. Ruttledge, who now deprecates the 
casting of a single slur. Mr. FitzGerald 
Kenney's own criticism of the present ad- 
ministration was irreproachable in 
restraint, but he could 
remind the Minister, who had denied that 
transfers were taking place on an unprece- 
dented scale, that in his own county of 
Mayo the chief superintendent and five of 
the six superintendents had been changed 
under the present régime. 

In dealing with the Dundalk bomb explo- 
sion, the ex-Minister was quite prepared to

CATTLE SMUGGLING 
SUGGESTION, - 


One of the grievances of many Opposi- 
tion deputies relates to the manner in 
which police are used in connection with 
sales of seized cattle, and Mr. Belton gave 
this matter a startling turn when he 
informed the Minister that there were 
rumours that after buying cattle at these 
sales the police had handed them over to 
smugglers. Mr. Belton left the matter at 
that, but Mr. Coburn took it further later 
in the debate. 

Mr. Coburn, who sits for Louth, 
demanded in a tone of deep indignation to 
know whether his county was to be made a 
dumping-ground for all seized cattle, and 
instanced the case of sixteen beasts from 
Clonmel which came to Dundalk and were 
paraded through the town with an escort 
of Civic Guards, after which, he said, 
' arrangements were made to have “those 
cattle smuggled across the border.”’ 

‘* Now,’’ exclaimed Mr, Belton, 
coming out.’’ 

The Attorney-General’s speech. did not 
deal with this aspect, but he dwelt at 
length on the general attitude of some 
members of the Opposition towards sales 
of legally-seized - cattle, and definitely 
charged the League of Youth with being 
the machine of organised opposition to 
such sales. Then came a warning to Mr. 
Belton and other people whom he did not 
name. i 
'“I have had great forbearance,’’ he 
declared, “with Deputy Belton—more 
than he appreciates. I have had several 
instances of statements at public meetings 
which would justify me in bringing him 
before the Military Tribunal] again.” 

The recent disturbance at Naas was 
dealt with by Mr. Minch, who declared 
that the trouble was due to the fact that 
“ the superintendent lost his head. 
Having dealt with this officer, and also 
with the iniquities of Fianna Fail clubs 
Mr. Minch ‘proceeded to unburden his 
soul by admitting the truth cf a charge 
from the Government side that he had 
advocated non-payment of annuities. 

That speech was made, however, he said, 
before the United Ireland Party was 
formed, and in that party nobody had 
ever advocated non-payment. 

The debate was still in progress when 
the House adjourned, and will be continued 
on another day.

President Roosevelt's request to the 
Senate, reported last night, is particu- 
larly encouraging in this respect. Nor in 
regard to the recent Japanese statements 
can any reasonable fault be found with 
British policy, 

Mr. Baldwin struck the soundest note 
of the debate, The Times remarks, when 
he said that the House should not assume 
that the Disarmament Conference was

The following statement was issued last 
evening by the Free State Government's 
Information Bureau :— 

“The Department of Agriculture 
announce that, as from the 2lst instant 
and until further notice, the rates of 
bounty on the exports of 

(1) Bacon ; 

(2) live pigs with quota certificates ex- 
ported through Saorstat ports, 

will be as follows: 

(a) Bacon, 20s. per cwt. ; 

(b) live pigs -exported as indicated at 
(2) above—25 per cent. of the value 
of the pigs as assessed for British 
tariff purposes. 

“The revised rates will not apply to 
live pigs exported without quota certin- 
cates, or to live pigs exported whether 
with or without quota certificates over the 
land frontier into Northern Ireland. ‘The 
rates in these cases remain as heretofore, 
viz.—20 per cent. of the value as assessed 
for British tariff purposes in the case of 
live pigs exported through Saorstat ports, 
and 10 per cent. of the value as similarly 
assessed in the case of live pigs exported 
over the Jand frontier into Northern Ire- 
Jand.'' 

The existing bounty on bacon is 12s. per 
ewt., and on live pigs with quota certifi- 
cates 20 per cent. of the value. 

lt 1s understood that a levy is to be im- 
posed on pigs for bacon of 5s. per ewt. 
This levy will go towards the payment 
of the bounties. It is not thought that 
this will increase the cost to the home 
consumer.

Eighteen months ago the railway em- 
p!'ovés in Northern Ireland and a section 
of te Free State were asked to accept a 
fifteen per cent. reduction. There was a 
prolonged strike, and a settlement was 
ultimately reached on the basis of a seven 
and a half per cent, cut: 


AGREEMENTS SIGNED. 

It was announced by Mr. J. Marchbank, 
General Secretary of the National Union 
of Railwaymen, at the close of the meeting 
of the joint executives of the three railway 
unions in London last night, that an 
agreement had been signed on behalf of 
the three railway unions and representa- 
tives of the companies in regard to the 
Great Northern Railway of Ireland. the 
London, Midland and Scottish (Northern 
Counties Committee), the Sligo, Leitrim 
and Northern Counties Railway, the 
County Donegal Railway Joint Committee, 
and the Dundalk, Newry and Greenore 
Railways. 

This agreement provides for a 
from May 1 of ten per cent. from earninzs 
based on the rates of pay in operation 
prior to May, 1951. 

Where, however, the earnings are forty 
shillings per week or less on Group 1

railways, or thirty-six shillings per week 
or less on Group 3, the deduction is to 
be seven and a half per cent. 

The agreement applies to the concilia- 
tion grades, including drivers, firemen, 
and clerks, stationmasters, goods agents, 
male and female clerks and supervisors, 
but it excludes road motor passenger 
staff. 

The agreement will operate for twelve 
months until Mav 1, 1935, subject to 
review following March 30, 1935.

Stafford, a watcher of the Cus- 
toms and Excise Department, stated that the 
duties of watchers included being in charge 
of «vessels from abroad on their arrival in 
port, pending and during discharge of cargo, 
taking account, by “tally,” of dutiable 
goods during discharge and of drawback 
goods during. loading; being in charge ol 
bonded, transhipment or ‘other goods for ex- 
port; guarding transit or transhipment goods 
during removal from one station to another, 
and assisting the preventive staff in pre- 
ventive duties on board ships. 

The watcher, said Mr. Stafford, was placed 
in a position of trust, and might be regarded 
as the first line of defence in protecting the 
revenue. Candidates were now accepted from 
the age of fifteen years, and the average age 
was twenty-five years. The number employed 
was 81, and the age of retirement was 609, 


NO PENSION, 


If the watcher was of good character he 
might, at the discretion of the Minister for 
Finance, receive a gratuity of one week's pay 
and bonus for every year’s service, but no 
pension was ‘granted. 

There was no promotion from the watcher 
grade, and there was no increase of pay after 
the maximum of 33s., plus 21s. 6d. cost of 
living bonus, had been reached. 

The submission to the Commission included 
an increase -of the maximum basic pay to 
45s. per week at increments of 2s. per year; 
the establishment of watchers with full pen- 
sion rights; the making available of some 
avenue of promotion, either within the Cus- 
toms and Excise Department or in other 
departments, and the granting of family 
allowanees to watchers, as was paid to other 
grades in the service. | 3 

tefore 1923, said the witness, it was 
virtually unknown that a watcher‘should be 
left in charge of a warehouse without an 
officer. Watchers worked longer hours than 
members of the preventive staff, he believed. 
At the North Wall, where most Dublin 
watchers were employed, there was an 
average week of sixty hours, and sometimes 
the hours worked out at seventy per week. 
Any time worked beyond forty-eight hours a 
week was overtime. Increase of staff would 
not remedy the .situation, as the nature of 
the work would require overtime in any case. 
Mr. J. Kavanagh, another watcher, said 
that there was more or less competition to 
work at an overtime station to make up a 
living wage. 


PROMOTION. 


Mr. T. S. Casey, giving evidence on behalf 
of the staff of the Estate Duty Office, said 
that it. was desirable that the obligation of 
obtaining a legal qualification as a condition 
of promotion should be withdrawn, but, in 
view of the admitted value of a legal course, 
encouragement should. be given to obtain a 
qualification. This encouragement should 
take the form of a personal allowance addi- 
tional to whatever salary the recipient might 
be earning, rather than of advancement to a 
certain salary, irrespective of his previous 
earnings. 

It was suggested that in view of the diffi- 
culties of obtaining legal degrees and the 
expense involved, such personal allowance 
should not be less than £50 per annum. It 
was claimed that from the nature of the 
work the staff of the Estate Duty Office 
occupied a special position in the Free State 
Civil Service.
